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Continuation of 13. Other: Upon consideration, the amendments do not place the application in condition for allowance. Applicants' 
argument with respect to Scott is persuasive because the pharmaceutical composition of Scott contains ataractic phenothiazine or 
Rauwolfia derivative in addition to the biguanide. However, Applicants' argument with respect to Barry is not persuasive because, 
although Barry lists a number of drugs that can be included in the composition, one of the compositions that is disclosed is the one where 
metformin is the active agent. Barry uses few examples of drugs to exemplify the composition and those examples are examples and the 
prior art does not have to exemplify all the disclosed composition. It is noted that the generic claim is directed to a composition having 
metformin, as the beneficial agent and this broad claim reads on the composition of Barry. 
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
